A NKW COINAGE. 


The bill introduced by Senator 


Sherman, will, if it becomes a law, 
give us a new coinage. The bill 
which it is understood was prepared 
by Dr. Linderman, provides that on 
the obverse of the face of gold and 
silver coins there shall be an im- 
pression emblematic of Liberty, with 
the inscription 
year of coinage. 


"Liberty," and the 
On the reverse of 


gold coins, except the gold dollar, 
and on the trade dollar there shall 
be a representation of an eagle, with 
the inscription "United States of 
America," and the denomination of 
the coin. Silver dollars and all sil- 
ver coin, except the trade dollar, are 
to bear on their reverse a wreath to- 
gether with the denomination and 
the inscription "United States of 
America." The bill authorizes the 
Director of the Mint, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, to cause the motto, "In God we 
Trust" to be inscribed on such of the 
coins as shall admit of this. It is 
next provided that the three-dollar 
gold pieces and twenty-cent silver 
pieces shall not be coined, nnd the 
third section of the bill is as follows: 


The devices on minor coins, that 


is, the nickles, shall consist of such 
emblems and inscriptions as are pro- 
per to the Republic of the United 
States, but plaiuly distinct from the 
gold and silver coins; and each mi- 
nor coin shal1 express its proper date 
and value.
